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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: 

In regards to the independent claims, the Applicant argues that the prior art of record does not disclose the protection program searching 
for a file on the optical medium prior to determining a media type, as claimed. In particular the Applicant suggests that because the 
software program disclosed in the prior art is already installed on the computer, it can not reside on the optical medium. 
However, the Examiner respectfully submits that the prior art of record explicitly describes an installer program which contains a 
determining program and resides on a CD-ROM [page 8, paragraph 0155], and thus fairly suggests that the software program is being 
installed from the optical media, at least once. Furthermore, the claim language does not appear to explicitly prohibit the software program 
residing on the optical media from being eventually installed on to a user computer. Therefore, the Examiner respectfully disagrees and 
submits that the prior art of record does in fact teach the allegedly deficient feature(s). 
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
